Two 
hundred valuable lives have been lit- 
erally throv.'ii away, and they were 
lost through the sordid paraimoiiv of 
a steamship company and the ajipar- 
ent Cidlllsivo dishonesty of (lo\el'Il- 

lueiit olliciala. "\Vc want a lav,' which 
will protect the traveliug public.
